Just  as  this  is  going  to  the  press,  word  comes  that  the 
Trustees  have  elected  Dr.  Charles  C.  Creegan,  of  New  York, 
President  of  Fargo  College. 

Dr.  Creegan  is  a  graduate  of  Lebanon  Normal  College  in 
Ohio  and  Oberlin  Theological  Seminary.  He  received  his 
D.  D.  from  Syracuse  University,  N.  Y.  He  began  life  as  an 
educator  and  has  demonstrated  his  executive  ability  by  his 
efficient  service  as  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in  Ohio 
and  afterwards  in  the  West.  His  success  was  so  marked  that 
he  was  called  to  the  District  Secretaryship  with  his  head- 
quarters in  New  York  City. 

He  has  found  time  in  the  midst  of  his  busy  life  to  write 
several  books  and  to  travel  quite  extensively — having  re- 
turned only  two  years  ago  from  a  trip  around  the  world. 

The  Fargo  College  Band  and  Orchestra 

Not  the  least  of  the  student  attractions  at  Pargo  College 
is  the  opportunity  for  Orchestra  and  Band  work.  The  Col- 
lege maintains  an  experienced  Band  of  18  pieces,  also  an  ex- 
perienced Orchestra  of  ten  pieces.  Besides  these  organiza- 
tions, is  a  so  called  second  orchestra  designed  to  equal  the 
first  in  excellence  but  maintained  to  afford  an  opportunity  for 
work  to  those  musicians  who  have  not  been  upon  the  ground 
long  enough  to  gain  a  place  in  the  first  orchestra. 

The  only  conditions  imposed  upon  those  seeking  admis- 
sion to  one  or  more  of  these  musical  organizations  are:  first, 
that  the  player  must  possess  his  own  instrument  and  the 
same  must  be  of  approved  quality;  second,  that  the  player 
keep  his  studies  up  to  the  required  standard;  third,  that  the 
candidate  must  show  evidence  of  fair  musical  ability. 

Trips  are  taken  during  the  year  and  many  public  dates 
are  filled  in  Pargo  and  vicinity.  The  management  is  in 
capable  student  hands  but  the  director  is  a  member  of  the 
faculty.
